for holiday grounds. 

To those sojourning at Lake Mani- 
tou this season, it will be pleasant to 
contemplate, that many of the facili- 
ties which minister to their pleasure 
and comfort, in their creation furnish- 
ed sorely needed work and wages to 
many a bread-winner. That perhaps 
was the keynote that prompted the 
development of this resort. 

Manitou Lake which lies close to 
the town of Watrous on the Canadian 
|National Railway, is a lovely oasis 
in the midst of a wide region of level 
prairie, between the northern end of 
Last Mountain Lake, and the South 
Saskatchewan River. It is the natural 
“Spa” of the Province, and the sum- 
|mer resort for the people of a wide 
extent of the Prairie country. 

It occupies a blind valley with 
neither inlet nor egress that some in- 
scrutable movement of nature has 
|caused to be scooped out of the sur- 
jnounding plain. The banks are cov- 
}ered with a lovely woodland verdure, 
and slope away to fine sandy beaches 
at the water's edge. 

The waters of the lake, which 
change their colours as the quick 
cloud shadows sweep across their sur- 
\face, are ideal for swimming, boat- 
ing, and summer sports. From time 
,immemorial, the Indians believed they 
were endowed by the Manitou with 
healing virtues, and many a wilder- 
ness caravan bringing sick and suf- 
fering to seek relief, halted by the 
banks. 

Nor was this an idle bellef. Science 
declares that the waters of this lake 
may have a real value in skin and 
rheumatism afflictions. Remarkable 
cures have been ascribed to imbibing 
and bathing. 

Situated as it is, not only conven- 
fent to railway transportation, but on 
fine highways, which make it easily 
accessible from Regina, Moose Jaw, 
Saskatoon and other prairie points, 
and possessed of almost every quali- 
fication for summer holidaying, it is 
not to be wondered at, that this Pro- 
vincial Park is rapidly becoming the 
Mecca of summer vacationists from 
all over the province. The Provincial 
Government realizing this, last win- 
ter so arranged a portion of its un- 
employment programme, in order to 
add something by art to what nature 
has already done to the place. The 
first object was to relieve unemploy- 
ment, and the second to _ develop 
Manitou Lake and its surroundings as 
a Provincial Park. With these end: 
in view much work was done during 
the winter and spring. 

There are about thirty acres, orig- 
inally thickly wooded with the grace- 
ful native poplar. Men were set to 
work to clear roads and paths and 
camp sites. A picturesque lodge has 
been erected, almost entirely of na- 
|tive material and sixteen excellent 
|cottages built. The collection of the 
| stones for the building afforded much 
|needed employment for farmers with 
|their teams from a wide district, In 
many cases dual objects were served

The entire area of 
the Park has been circled by a bridle 
path, cut and rock bordered. 

The work at Manitou Park was in 
the main used as a centre to provide 
employment, sorely needed for people 
from @ very widely extended district. 
Practically all of the teaming, and a 
goodly proportion of the work was 
done by farmers of this class.

Depression Hits icebergs. 


Not For Many Years Has There Been 

Anything Like Present Shortage 

It takes quite a bit of water to 
make a sizable iceberg. No one who 
has seen one of these floating samples 
of the Arctic zone would take issue 
with this statement. One ordinary 
iceberg carries around enough con- 
gealed moisture to irrigate a ten-acre 
farm all summer. Coastguard craft 
which annually proceed to the nest- 
ing grounds of the icebergs for the 
purpose of warning shipping of their 
proximity to steamer lanes have found 
@ scarcity of them this year. Ice- 
bergographers say the situation is 
without precedent. 

Not in a great many years has 
there been anything like the pres- 
ent shortage of icebergs in the north 
Atlantic. Last year 440 of these 
gorgeous spectacles of the sea were 
reported in the areas of sea travel, 
but this year only two little tramp 
bergs were located and so far away 
from steamship lanes as to make it 
unnecessary to tie cowbells around 
their necks,—Christian Sclence Moni- 
tor.

Miss MacPhail quoted John F. 
Sinclair, New York economist, in 
support of her views. Mr. Sinclair, 
she recalled, had predicted the pres- 
ent depression five years ago. He 
had said recently, he saw no hope 
unless the governments of the world 
would create currency sufficient to 
absorb the goods produced. 

Increase in the production of goods 
has been at the rate of three per cent 
annually for a long period, and in 
the United States, at about four per- 
cent, Miss MacPhail noted. But 
currency had not increased as rapid- 
ly as goods and there had not been 
paid out sufficient in wages and sal- 
aries to buy the goods produced, 
largely for lack of what Miss Mac- 
Phail termed ‘a democratic mone- 
tary policy.” 

The amount of currency, she con- 
tinued, was measured by the gold 
“locked up in vaults somewhere.” 

“The principal factor in the whole 
world situation is that we have not 
had enough intelligence to create 


currency to the amount of goods tc) 


be moved,” she declared. “If we de- 
clared war tomorrow—which I pray 
God we won't—we'd be off the gold 
standard immediately, because our 
monetary system would not carry us 
through a crisis. And we're in a 
crisis now.” Money was in too few 
hands. The rich man, she charged, 


had more money than power of con-! 


sumption and the poor man had 
power of consumption but not the 
currency to satisfy it. 

Great Britain was “as near to be- 
ing excited as she ever gets” over 
the coming disarmament conference, 
Miss MacPhail said, yet the Dominion 
House of Commons had been in ses- 
sion for four months and no one had 
mentioned the conference except her- 
self and J. S. Woodsworth, Labor 
member for Winnipeg North Centre.

The Manitoba premier outlined the 
plan when addressing members of 
Manitoba Pool Elevators Limited, 
here. He said such joint operation 
would provide for uniform manage- 
ment, permit joint sale of the crops, 
reduce operating costs, and would 
probably simplify financing. 

“If such a scheme could be worked 
out the government of Manitoba 
would consider it advisable to be 
parties to it,” said Mr. Bracken. 
“While the advantage of co-operative 
action woul! be obtained, such a plan 
would be worked out on the basis 
that each province would stand on 
its own feet and be responsible only 
for its own crop. 

“Such a proposal is now under con- 
sideration. If it becomes a reality it 
is planned to appoint a joint general 
manager, acceptable alike to the 
three governments and the elevator 
associations.” 

Winnipeg. -—- Plans for re-organ- 
{zation of Manitoba Pool Elevators 
Limited, subsidiary of the Wheat 
Pool, were outlined here by Premier 
John Bracken. 

Financial assistance, and re-organ- 
ization of the central board of direc- 
tors, of which Colin H. Burnell is 
chairman, to include government re- 
presentatives, are paramount in the 
plans put before 200 representatives 
from local pool elevator associations. 
They represent the 11,000 members 
of the co-operative. 

The scheme for rehabilitation of 
the elevator system will now be dis- 
cussed by the local associations who 
must agree to all the terms proposed, 
including that stock in Manitoba 
Pool Elevators Limited must be held 
by the government and the local 
associations. 

Mr. Bracken declared it was the 
desire of his government for the 
farmers to continue operation of 
their elevator system, rather than to 


| operate it as a government line, lease 


or sell to private individuals. 

“This government will do nothing 
to hamper or discourage the develop- 
ment of co-operative grain market- 
ing,” he said. “The governments of

Mrs. Bailey made her first trip to, 


Canada on the Cunard liner “Cam- 
bria,” in January, 1848, more than 83 
years ago. The “Cambria” was a 
side-wheeler, carried sails, and made 
the voyage from Liverpool to Halifax 
in two weeks, being delayed by rough 
seas followed by dense fog. Her sche- 
dule time was ten days. 

Mrs. Bailey, who is now in her 90th 
year, enjoys excellent health and re- 
calls with remarkable distinctness the 
happening of a long and varied 
career. She is especially proud of the 
fact that she is the oldest living pas- 
senger of the Cunard Line, which had 
its beginning in her beloved Canada, 
in the old gray city by the sea 
(Halifax) where Samuel Cunard laid 
the foundations of the famous Cunard 
Line of today with a fleet of twenty- 
four ocean liners plying between 
Europe and America. 

Born Laurestine Marie d’Avray, 
Mrs. Bailey was tHe daughter of the 
Baron d’Avray, and first saw the 
light of day on the island of Maurt- 
tius, in the Indian Ocean, off the 
east coast of Africa. It was then and 
still is one of England's sugar bowls 
and not a small one either. 

When Laurestine was five years 
old her parents took her from her 
tropical home on a journey which 
was to end in cold Saint John, New 
Brunswick, where the Baron had se- 
cured a position as Superintendent of 
Education in the Maritime Provinces. 
The journey was a long one. The 
family embarked on a sailing ship 
bound for Queenstown, sailing around 
the Cape of Good Hope, It took two- 
and-a-half months to reach the Irish 
port, their ship passing but one 
steamer on the entire voyage. 

After visiting London and Northern 
France the d’Avrays set out for 
Liverpool, where they embarked on 
the “Cambria” for Canada. | 

Landing at Halifax in mid-winter, | 
Laurestine saw snow for the first 
time. She thought it was salt until 
she tasted it, but could not under- 
stand why it was so cold nor why it 
quickly melted in her warm fingers.

Has Only Military Aerodrome 


Home Of Aviation, Has 
Commercial Air Port 
Although it may come as a surprise 
to most people, it must be admitted 
that Paris, the home of aviation, has 
no commercial air port. Ever since 
Lindbergh landed at Le Bourget in 
May, 1927, the world has taken it 
for granted that this aerodrome must 
be the most modern and the most ac- 
cessible of any landing stage. As a 
matter of fact, it is a military aero- 
| drome owned by the state, is six miles 
from Paris and {is not very convenient 
for foreign visitors. 

Although generally cluttered up 
with military machines, there {s con- 
siderable freight and passenger traf- 
fic from the air port. At the present 
it is running at the rate of 200,000 
parcels and 45,000 passengers a year. 
If this continues to increase it will 
be necessary either to transfer the air 
forces to St. Cyr in Versailles park 
or to build an exclusively civil air 
port. 

It is intimated that the Paris Muni- 
cipal Council is in favour of turning 
Le Bourget into the most modern 
civil air port that can be built. In 
such an event an electric railway will 
be built right up to the aerodrome 
and a pneumatic tube laid down for 
the transport of mails.
